the top with Veſſels.

The Paſlage 
to it lies thro' a large Avenue or Walk: of 
Trees, and in the firſt Place brings you to a

on from the Algerines, they threw ſome 
Bombs, to try the reach of the Mortars. But 
*rwas found by Experience that they were at 
too great a diſtance, ſince few of the Bombs 
reach'd the City ; and therefore all the Vel- 
ſels came to an- Anchor the ſame night in their 
uſual Poſts. Afterwards Lery and Belle un- 
dertook to carry the pan”. bn nearer the 
Town; the firſt caus'd the Anchor of the 
*rhree firſt Bomb-Veſſels to be:dropp'd on the 
Eaſt ſide of the Harbour , and the ſecond 
that of the two laſt on the North-Eaſt ; tho 
during the Execution of that Attempt, the

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Enemy made a continual Fire with Cannon 
and Muſquet-ſhot. The 3oth. in the Even- 
ing the Weather proving fair, the Marqueſs 
&: Villefons, du Chalard, the Chevaliere d' Aire, 
and ſeveral Officers of the Marine Guards, 
belides Voluntiers, went on board the Bomb- . 
Veſſels which ſtood in to their Poſts, and were 
by the Marqueſs du Quene's Orders, ſupported 
by two Arm'd Barks, ten Pinnaces, and the 
Prize which he had order'd to be arm'd. 
The Bomb-Veſlels being moor'd began to 
throw their Bombs with very good Succeſs, 
for in four hours they threw in 120, which 
almoſt all reach'd the City. In the mean 
time the Enemy made a continual Fire with 
Muſquet-ſhot , for the ſpace of an hour, 
without doing the leaſt Execution, becauſe 
the Bomb-Veſlels-were at too great a diſtance; 
and beſides they fir'd 1000 or 1200 Cannon- 
ſhot, taking their time to fire always when 
the Bombs were diſcharg'd , that the Flaſhing 
at the Touch-hole might ſerve em for a 
Mark to level at. About two hours before 
Day they were hal'd off, and there was not 
one Man kill'd or wounded jn the whole 
Action. The Marqueſs du Qrene was not 
long ignorant of the ſucceſsful Effects of the 
Bombs, for the Approach of the Fleet gave 
an opportunity to a conſiderable Number of 
Slaves to make their Eſcape and thoſe who 
came off the Day after the Action, among 
Whom was an Engliſh Captain, whole Ran- 
fom was fixt at 6000 Crowns, related that 
the Bombs had kill'd ſeveral Perſons , and

#682. thrown down a great Number of Houſes ; 
—Y'Y that one of the Bombs falling into the preat 
Moſque, where the People of the Town 
were at Prayers, kill'd aboye 100 Perſons, 
and ruin'd one fide of the Building; that 
the Town was in a great Conſternation ; that 
the Women and Children were ſent away ; 
that ſeveral Turks and Moors were retird to 
the Fields, and that a conſiderable Party in 
the Town had already declar'd for a Peace. 
The Night between the third and fourth of 
September, the Bomb-Veſlels ſtood into their 
former Poſts without any oppoſition, but they 
had ſcarce thrown two Bombs, when they 
begun to cry, A Galley, A Galley; and 
the Alarm proving true, all things were-put 
in a fit Poſture to receive the Enemy. The 
Galley follow'd by three Brigantines and ſome 
Barks, advanc'd towards the neareſt Bomb- 
Veſſel calld the Crue/, on board of which 
were Renard and Landovillet, Commiſlioners 
. of the Marine, and diſcharg'd a Broad-(ide of I

Immediately Beaulieu , Cap- 
tain of the Valiant, who was order'd to ſup-

- the Bomb-Veſlel play'd with very good Suc- 
cels. Beaulieu himſelf levell'd a Cannon fo © 

BB cxadtly againſt the Galley, as ſhe was cloſing 

FF with the Menagarte to board her, that he 

cover'd the whole Veſſel with Small-ſhot con- 
fiſting of broken Pieces of Iron, kill'd and 
wounded a great number of her Men, and 
| fo ſhatter'd her, that ſhe bore away as faſt 
2 ſhe cou'd, without once tacking abour. 
And ſhe was even in fo great a Diſorder, 
that if the Bomb-Veſſels cou'd have follow'd 
her, ſhe might have been eaſily raken.. She 
had not yet enter'd the Port, when the

&d that their Galley had ar leaſt broughe off 
S wo of the Bomb-Veſſels. | They lefr off 
ſhooting till their Galley was got into the 
Harbour ; but aflfoon as they [£0 her ſafe, 
they began to ſhoot from their Batteries, and 
tir d five or ſix hundred Cannon-ſhot. This 
Night there were almoſt eighry Bombs.

- x68 2, the Admiral to defire a Peace : The Miſſio- 
WY nary le Vacher was entruſted with that Com. 
miftion, who before the Rupture executed 
the Office of Conſul of the Frez-h Nation 
in that City. He deliver d his Meſſage 
from the Divan, who had order'd him to 
defire a Ceſſation, and that ſome Perſon 
might be ſent to treat of the Conditions 
of a Peace: To which the Marqueſs 4 
Outne made anſwer, [That if they had any 
Propoſals to make, he wou'd hear 'em on 
board his Ship, and that he was reſolv'd to 
continue the Bombarding, and all other acts 
of Hoſtility againſt 'em, *till they grew ta- | 
mer, and were willing to ſubmit to reaſo- 
nable Conditions. Le Yacher. added, that the 
Bombs had ruin'd above one hundred Hou- 
fes, and kill'd above ſeven hundred Men; 
that ſeveral others were buried under the 
Ruines; and that the Shore was coverd 
with dead Bodies, which were order'd to 
be laid there by the Dey, Baba Haſſan, leaſt, 
_ if they were brought into the City , the 
ſight of 'em ſhou'd cauſe an Infurrection. 
The fame Day in the' Evening about 1e- 
venty Pombs were thrown in, which were 
almoſt all levell!d at the Harbour with 2 
deſign to burn the Ships.

MN for a Veſſel call'd the Reg/e, which they ha 
Fe ſeizd near Maromas, was retaken by Forant, 
0 Commander of one of his Majeſty's Ships. _ 
n They had fold her to two Fews, who: 
mann'd her with Dutch Seamen, and ſent 
her to Holland to be laden with War-like 
Ammunition, and other Furniture for Ships. 
In her Return ſhe joyn'd in Company with | 
a Fleet of thirty .Durch Merchant Ships un- 
der. the Convoy of three Men of War, 
and arriv'd in fight of Alicant about the be- 
 gining of November 1682. Forant and S. Aubin, 
who were cruiſing in thoſe parts, had notice of 
her Arrival, and ſent their Pinnaces to diſco- 
ver her with ſome Seamen of S. Malo, who 
found her ridingat Anchor between the Forts 
of Alicant and the Fleet. The Night between - 
the 18and19th.of the ſame Month,they mann'd 
their two Pinnaces, and ſent 'em under the 
- Command of Pallieres and Sainte Maure, with 
Orders toſcize on the Veſſel ; which they exe- 
cuted very happily, and without Noiſe, and 
tow'd her out thro' a Fleet'of above fifty 
Veſſels of divers Nations. The Comman- 
ders of the Durch Men of War ſent to expo- 
ſtulate with Forant, complaining that he had 
ſeiz'd on a Ship that carry'd the Colours 
of the Republick, and was under their pro- 
tection : But he reply'd, that the Veſſel be- 
long'd to the Fews of Algiers ; that ſhe was

ted the Ship to be carry'd off, | 
Colbert, who negle&ted nothing that might 
tend to the promoting of Trade, being in- 
form'd that that there were very fine Hor- 
ſes in the Iſles of Amtilles , . communicated 
that Advice to Coulon, Maſter of an Acade- 
my: in the Rue Feroy 4n the Fauxbourg S, Ger- 
main, Who in Bong rag advan- 
tageous a Propolal, fent his Kinfmen, Par, 
and du Cornet, two of his Majeſty's Grooms, 
to the Iſlands of Bonaire, Curaſſol, and Row 
ber, from whence they brought Horſes of 
an. admirable Beauty, and ſurprizing Fleet- 
neſs. Gabaret, Commander of a Squadron, 
was ſent to the Amtilles :\.a three Ships, 
the Furiow, Pearl, and Tempeſt, under the 
command of . the Chevalier d' Arbowville, 
d' Amblimont, and Machaut : "This Squadron 
fail'd from the River Charante, on the 8h. 
of May 1682, and anchor'd ih the Road of 
Rochel, at the Point call'd Chef de Box, from 
whence they ſet fail on the 25ch. for Mar- 
tinico, where after forty Days Niling, they 
arriv'd on the rb. of Fuly, -and anchord 
at Fort-Royal, to ſalute the Marqueſs of Ble- 
zac, General of the Iſles. The Pearl failing 
cloſe by the Shore to get the Advantage 
of the Wind, touch'd on certain Rocks 
from which ſhe got clear by the .help of 
her Anchors ; but tho' ſhe fel no Gammage 
at prelent, ſhe was afterwards ſenſible of the 
ul Eftedts of that Accident. Next Day they

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weigh'd Anchor, ſteering towards Fort S. Pe- 
ter, where they arriv'd betimes. This is a 
\niderable Place with reſpe&t to its Inha- 
bitants , but inferiour in ſtrength to Forr- 
| Regal, Martinico is the chief of all che 4- 
' werican Iflands that are inhabited by the 
French : *Tis all over Mountainous, and full 
of Wood , but extremely. fereil in Sugar- 
Canes, from which che Inhabitants draw 
their principal Revenue. It produces good 
Melons, and a moſt pleaſant kind of Frait 
call'd Anana; beſides ſeveral other ſorts of 
Fruit , as Gogaves, Potato's, Banana's, and 
Figs , which are different from thoſe of 
France. The Squadron fail'd from hence

Granada, an Iſland Inhabited by the 
French and the Wild Natives, abounding 
with Sugar-Canes, Tobacco, and Torrtoiſes,

with a fore-wind to the Lee-ward (for the 
Land ſtretches Wn » and the Eaſtern 
Winds reign perpecually in choſe Seas ) 
and had G wmck a Paſſage, that on the 
247. they Jelery'd Cape de Ia Velle in New- 
Pans and afterwards diſcover'd at a "great 


ſtance Mount St. Martha, talld in that 


Country Sierra Neuada, or the Snowy Hill, 
which i; the higheſt Mouncain in the 
World. It lies in the Torrid-Zone, m the 
| 303 Degree of Longir.de, and 8 of Lati- 
tude, containing about thirty or forty League 
in circumference. *Tis ſixry Leagues _ 
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x682. the Sea, and yet may be diſtinly percei- 
WWW ved from Cape S. Tiberin in Dominico, at the 


diſtance of 150 Leagues. Its. dicular 
height from the top , the level of the Sea, 
15 reckon'd to amount to two Leagues, 
tho' Geographers affirm, that there is not 
a Hill in the World half fo high : But the 
Snow that covers its top, notwithſtanding 
the exceſſive heat of the Climate, is a con- 
vincing Proof of the Truth of this Com- 
putation. Its Foot, and part of its Sides 
are inhabited by People Xx a very low Sta- 


ture, who may paſs for the Pigmies menti- 
ond by Pliny. . They never venture their 
lictle Bodies beyond * the Confines of their 
own Territory, nor entertain any corre- 
ſpondence with their Neighbours; for the 
ſight of a Man of ordinary. Stature' puts 
'em to flight, and they run into their Holes 


| at his approach. During the exceflive Heats, 


we leave their uſual Habitations, and live 
higher up in the Mountain ; but aſloon as 
the Weather begins to grow Cold, they re- 
turn to their former Abodes. They live on 
a fort of Grain of which they make both 
Bread and Drink ; and their Owicow, or Drink 
is alſo made of the Root of a Shrub, at- 


ter they have preſs'd out the poiſonous Juice. 


Their Religion is only known to themſelves, 


and never any. Traveller cou'd hitherto di- 
{cover its Nature. On the 26h. the Squa- 


dron rode an hour or two before Cartage- 
nay vringing the Ships to a Lee without

of the Sides. *Tis a City of indi 
neſs; and its Figure is as irregular as its 
Fortifications : *T'is commanded by a riſing 
Ground, where there is a Fort flank'd with 


four Baftions lin'd with Earth. Ir ſtands in -.. 


300, Degrees of Longitude, and 10 Degrees, 
30 Minutes of North-Latitude. On the 
29th, they ſet ſail to diſcover the Coaſt of 
Nombre di Dios, and the ſame Day anchor'd 
before Portobelo. This is a little, but very fa- 
mous City, and one of the molt conſidera- 
ble places of the Spaniſh Dominions in A- 
merica, both for the Advantage of its Har- 
bour, and che conveniency of its Situation : 
For 'tis but eighteen Leagues diſtane from 
Panama, where all the Peruvian Riches are 
unladed, to be afterwards tranſported on 
Mules to Portobelo, where they are embark'd 
for Havana , and from thence carry 'd to 
Spain. The Harbour is very large and fair, 
and fo clear of Sands or Rocks, that there 


i every where ſafe Anchorage for Ships of | 


the greateſt Burthen. When the French Squa- 
dron arriv'd, there was a laden Ship in the 
Port ready to Sail , under the Convoy of 
_ a great Galeon , which cou'd not protect 
; her from the Bucaniers, who took her in her 
Paſſage. *Tis a ſurprizing Neglect of the 
Spaniards, that they take no care to fortify 
a place of fo great importance; for the En- 
try 'of the Harbour is defended only by a 
paltry Fort of a very irregular Figure, no- 


where flank'd, and commanded by the Hil- | 


lock 
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x68 2. lock at the Foot of which 'tis. built. The 
SN Town which is at the bottom of the Bay, 
and appears not to thoſe who are at Sea, 
till they come juſt before it, has no Walls, 
and is only cover'd with two ſmall Works 
on the above-mention'd Hillock. *Tis alto- 
gether defenceleſs on the ſide next the Moun- 
tain, and on the other two ſides, by which 
it communicates with the Land. The fide 
next the Sea is only flank'd with ewo ſmall 
Baſtions, containing about nine Foot in the 
Flank ; and at the end of the Bay there 
is a Redoubt about twelve Toiſes ſquare. I 
have nothing more to add to this ſuccint- 
Deſcription of Portobelo, but that the Spani- 
ards pretend it will be quickly fortify'd with 
a Cirradel of fix Baſtions, berween two Ri- 
vers, half a Cannon-ſhot from the Forts. 
The Squadron anchor'd near the Fort that 
defends the Entrance into the Harbour, 
where the Spaniards keep always a Guard, 
which was doubled during the tay of the 
French. Gabaret , to diſcover the Humours 
and Inclinations of the Spaniards, immedi- 
ately after his Arrival, ſent Seprteme, Major 
of the Squadron, who having ſpoken with 
the Commander of the Fort at the 'Entry, 
was ſent forwards ro the Governour. As 
he drew near to the City in his Boar, with 
his Colours diſplay'd, he was met by a Pin- 
nace with Spaniſh Colours, which came to 
receive him : And having had Audience of 
the Governour, he return'd to give Gabarct an 
account of his Negotiation. The Subject of

ſerv d for Wages; adding, that the Com- 
mander might, if he pleasd, carry 'em a- 
long with him; and accordingly thoſe rag- 
 ged, lean, and disfigur'd Creatures were 
reſtord and diſtributed among the three 


_ This Accident was not attended 
with the leaſt diſorder; for the Afﬀair 
. was tranſacted on both ſides in the moſt 


amicable manner imaginable ; and their 
only Conteſt ſeem'd to be to out-ſtrip 
each other in Civility, The Gover- 
nour made the firſt ſtep, by ſending a Pre- 
ſent to Gabaret of two fat Oxen, Spaniſh 
"Wine, Sweer-meats, Oranges, and Citrons; 
and the French Officer in his turn nag"

that Conference , and of thoſe that were 168 2. 
afterwards manag'd by other Deputies, was Wa

Fhe Deputies of the Squadron were regal'd 
on Shore, and thoſe that were ſent to the 
" Commander were treated on board his 
Ship, where they drank ſeveral times to 
the Health of the two Kings of France and 
Spain with the uſual Ceremonies, making a 
confus'd, but not as, Noiſe, by tri- 
king a Knife againſt a Plate. The place 
where the French caſt Anchor at their firſt 
coming into the Harbour being ſomewhat 
incommodious, the Governour very civilly 
ſent *'em a Pilot to bring 'em farther in, 
to a place 'where they might Anchor more 
ſafely. Two Armadilla's that were unrigg'd, 
began to put themſelves in a poſture of be. 
fence, afloon as the Squadron appear'd, but 
refolv'd to ſtay in the Harbour. On the 
Second of Auguſt . the French left Portobelo, 
and were by contrary Winds carry'd in ſight 

, of the Cartives, which are above fifty inha- 
bited Iſlands. On the 1 17h. they made the 
Iſle of Rotary, in the Gulf of Hondura, 
which lies in 286 Degrees of . Longitude, 
and 16 of Latitude, and is only-inhabired 
by Pyrates, who land there for the conve- 
niency of Refreſhment. Here the French 
found a forſaken Ship, and concluded that 
Her Men were either taken, kill'd; or drown'd, 
and 'that the Veſſel was a Prize, taken by 
the Bucaneers from the Spaniards. For be- 
ſides a great number of Horſe-Shooes that 
remain'd'of her Cargo, there were m—_

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out in Func, 'and conſequently that ſhe had 
been taken not long before. The 13:b. they 
iiſcoverd a ſmall Pyrare cruiſing about that

The Pailage from Portobelo to 'Rotan is dan- 
gerous, by reaſon of the Banks of Sand with 
| which thoſe Seas are peſter'd ; and the Wa- 
ter is fo ſhallow, that the Pilots are often- 
times puzzl'd to find the Chanel. The 2 5th. 
they made the Ifle des Pans, and the Capes 
of Las Corrientes,, and Sant-Anton, at- the 
Weſtern end of the Iſland of Cubs, and 
were obligd to wait ſeveral Days for a fa- 
yourable Wind , before they cou'd double 
the laſt of choſe Capes. The 3d. of Sep- 
tember they paſt by Porto Cawane, in the ſame 
Iſand;'and on the 6%. came before Hava- 
ze, which is the Metropolis of che Iſland, 
and the uſual Reſidence of the Cartain-Ge- 
neral, The Spaniards have been very dili- 
gent in improving the Fortifications of ſo 
conſiderable a Place : for its Harbour is the 
Rendezvous of all the Galeons that bring 
the Silver from the Indies, and of all the 
| Ships that come from Sr. Martha, Cartagena, 
Nombre de Dios, Portobelo, Vera Cruz, Campe- 
ſche, and all the other Ports of Mexico. The

Herons, Parrots, and a prodigious Number 
of- other Fowls that are fit to be eaten. A- 
mong other Animals, there are certain Rats 
much larger and thicker than 'our Cats, 
that ſit on Trees along the Rivers, and are 
nor {card at the ſight of the Hunter.

And in order to the accompliſhment of _. 
that Deſign, he ſent his Son, the Marqueſs 
de Seignelay, to Provence, to haſten the depar- 
Immediately after his 
Arrival at Marſeilles, he took a review of _. 
the Galleys, which he found in very good 

order, eſpecially the ſixteen that were fitted 
out by his Majeſty's Orders. He viſited al- 
ſo tlie Harbour, Magazins, and Hoſpital, 
and then went to Toulon, to diſpatch the _ 
Marqueſs du Qrt#ze on the deſign'd Expedi-

his Majeſty's Navy. . After the departure of 
the Fleet, the Chevalier de Lery, by the way,

The Bomb-Veſſels 
did not begin to play till one a-clock in | | 
the Morning, becauſe the roughneſs of. the q 
Sea hinderd their Approach : They conti- 4 
nu'd firing two Hours, and threw ninety 
Bombs, which fell (at leaſt almoſt all of 'em) 
either in the Port, on the Mole, or in the 
City.

Officers, went about in their Boats to give 
neceſſary Orders, with an extraordinary 
Bravery and Diligence. Aſfoon as the E- 
nemy ſaw the Mortars planted, they play'd 
furiouſly with their Great Guns, and fd 
above 600 Shot. They had kindl'd great 
Fires on the Mole, to diſcover the Bomb- 
Veſſels and Boats; and always when they 
perceiv'd the Fire of the' Mortars, they im-" 
mediately diſcharg'd all their Guns, but 
without doing any Execution. The Bombs 
made a Sane: Pap. havock , as the Slaves 
afterwards related : Several. arm'd Barks that 
were in the Port were ſunk in an inſtant, 
Some of the Bombs falling on the Batte- 
ries, diſmounted ſeveral Pieces of |Cannon 
and thoſe which fell into the' City kill'd 
a great number of Perſons. Several Hou- 
ſes were thrown down, and many of the 
Inhabitants buried under. the Ruins. Afﬀter 
the Bomb-Veſlels had continu'd firing for

cauſe there aroſe a Land-Wind which wou'd 
have endanger'd the - Bomb-Veſſels. The 
27th. in the Evening, perceiving the Sea to 
be calm, he commanded the Bomb-Veſlels 
to advance in the ſame Order as before ; 
and they threw in about 1x20 Bombs with 
extraordinary Succeſs, while the Enemy 
made a continual fire with their Cannon. 
The French loſt only Choiſeul d' Ambouville, En- 
ſign of the Prudent, who was kill'd, with 
two Soldiers in a Boat, by the ſame Shot. 
Some of the Enemy's Bullets - reach'd the 
Bomb-Veſlels, and the Ardent, commanded 
' by du Quine Monier , which lay next the 
Mole', receiv'd ſeveral Shot without any 
damage, by reaſon of the ſinglar Arrifice 
. with which ſhe, as well as the reſt, were 
contrived, Art'taſt there aroſe fo furious a 
Land-Wind, and the Sea grew fo rough, 
thhe the Bomb-Veſſels were forc'd to retire 
to 'the Ships that ſupported 'em, becauſe all 
te Towing-Anchors were ſet a-drift by the 
_ Storm. The Bombs that were thrown this 
Night did greater execution than before :

of their Diſaſters, went in a deſperate es wok 


ner 'to the Baſſa, Dey, and principal Officers 
ſome carrying their mangl'd Children, and 
others. the Arms and Heads of their Huſ- 
bands and Relations that were kill'd by the 
Bombs. The Soldiery were alſo acceſſory 
to the Mutiny, and accus'd Baba-Haſſan in 
a threatning manner, as the Author of the
